TOLD OF ESCAPE 


Famous Evangelist Found 
By Unnamed American 
Unconscious in Streets 
of Little Border Town. 


Douglas, Ariz., June 23.—Hysteri- 
eal and verging on a collapse after a 
maddening experience with kidnapers, 
Aimee Semple McPherson, nationally- 
famous evangelist of Angelus temple, 
Los Angeles, Wednesday murmured 
the tale of her escape across the Mex- 
wan border while receiving treatment 
at the Calumet-Arizona hospital here. 

Missing since May 18 when she van- 
ished from the Ocean Park (Cal.) 
beach, where she was bathing in the 
surf, the religious leader of 35,000 
converts gave a graphic account of 
her capture, 

The evangelist was only a shadow 
of her former self when she was 
brought to the hospital here Wednes- 
day morning. 

Escaped Tuesday. 

Mrs. McPherson said she was kid- 
naped at the southern California beach 
by two men and a woman. She was 
bound and gagged and taken by au- 
tomobile to a Mexican adobe house ‘in 
the desert, by way of Mexicali, and 
finally to Sonora, where she escaped 
Tuesday. . 

J cannot give all details of what 
has happened,” she said. “I was kept 
tied up and gagged most - of the time 
and I don't know exactly what route 
was taken by my captors.

TAX REDUCTION 
BL IS OFFERED 
BY GEORGIA SOLON 


Two Other Democrats In- 
troduce Bills in Con- 
gress for General Low- 
ering of Taxes. 


Washington, June 93.—(/)—Intro- 
duction by democrats in both hooses 
of congress today of hills proposing 
immediate tax reductions brought to 
light a somewhat nebulous plan among 
members of the minority party for a 
concentrated drive for a general low- 
ering of taxes at the sort session next 
winter. 

The democrats sponsoring the bills 
said their action was prompted by the 
estimated treasury surplus announced 
at the budget meeting Monday night. 
In placing the surplus for the current 
fiscal year, ending June 30, at $390,- 
000,000 and that for next year at 
about half the amount, President Cool- 
idge at that meeting took the position 
that further tax reduction should be 
held in abeyance until the w reve- 
nue law can be given a thorough test. 
The three democrats, taking a dif- 
ferent view, wio introduced the bills 
for further tax relief at once were 
Representatives Crisp, of Georgia, and 
Jacobstein, of New York, and Senator 
Copeland, democrat, New York. 

Corporation Tax Cut. 
Crisp, a member of the house ways 
and means committee, which has in- 
itial jurisdiction over revenue legisla- 
tion, proposed a reduction in the cor- 
poration tax from 13 1-2 to 10 per 
cent. Jacobstein and Copeland offered 
similar proposals calling for a 25 per 
cent refund of personal income taxes, 
and an investigation looking to the 
elimination of automovile and amuse- 
ment taxes and a reduction in the 
corporation assessments. 
The move, however, made no hit 
with Chairman Green of the ways and 
meu ns sommittee taking a position like 
that of President Coolidte, he said in 
a statement that “any cesion of a 
further reduction of taxes is prema- 
ture at this time.” : 
Mr. Green said a riajority of the 
provisions of the ne. tax law would 
not become effective until the first 
of the month, and that it “will take 
at least six months before we can 
make anything apf caching a correct 
estimate as to what the condition of 
the treasury will be during the ensuing 
fiseal year.” 
After introduction of the bills be- 
came known, a number of democrats 
of the ways and means committee said 
there appeared little likelihood of ac- 
tion this session but that an effort 
undoubtedly would be made for tax 
reduction at the December session. 
The ways and means committee will 
meet two weeks beford the convening 
of congress. to eonsider alien property 
legislation and it was the view of 
some democrats that it could well 
broaden its work to include tax re- 


duction. 
Senator Robinson, the democratic 
leader, also lined up with those favor- 
ing a further tax reduction as soon 
as possible, He expressed the opinion 
that another cut in rates was possible 
and should be made. 


GREAT SURPLUS 
SEEN BY CRISP. . 
Washington, June 23.— (Special.) 
Representative Crisp, of Georgia, who 
introduced a bill today to reduce the 
corporation income tax from 13 1-2 
to 10 per cent, issued the following 
statement: 

“The revenue act of 1918, the high- 
est in the history of the country, bore 
an income tax rate of 10 per cent on 
corporations and it also provided for 
a strictly war tax known as the excess 
war profit tax. In the revénue act of 
1921 this excess war profit tax was 
dropped, but the income tax on cor- 
porations was increased from 10 per 
cent to 13 1-2 per cent and this was 
the only tax increased in the bill. The 
revenue act of 1924 tly reduced 
taxes of all individuals, the tax on 
all industry and all excise taxes; but 
the corporations were given no relief.

STRANGER SOUGHT 
IN MYSTERY TRIP 


Wrecked Car Found; Re- 
ward of $250 Posted in 
Disappearance of Poul- 
try Dealer. 


Convinced that J, A. Kelley, promi- 
nent Atlanta wholesale poultry dealer, 
met with foul play and that he 
now lies lifeless in the Chattahoochee 
river, a large party of friends headed 
by Byron Bettis, will begin dragging 
the river early this morning in an 
effort to locate the body. 

This information was given out late 
Wednesday night by Attorney Edgar 
Craighead, who is heading the inves- 
tigation to clear up the mystery sur- 
rounding Kelley’s disappearance from 
his office Tuesday. afternoon. 

Important developments in the mys- 
terious disappearance came to light 
Wednesday night as Cobb county au- 
thorities scoured the county for in- 
formation and a ‘corps of workers, 
friends of Mr. Kelley, followed every 
clue. 

One of the most important facts 
discovered Wednesday night was that 
there was no one in Kelley’s automo- 
bile when it was wrecked on the Bol- 
ton road br:dge. Mr. Craighead said it 
had been established definitely that 


the automobile rolled down the hill 
and struck the bridge without occu- 


pants. It was found there Wednes- 


day morning. 
Seen in Vicinity. 

The crash occurred about 8 o’clock 
Tuesday night, Mr. Craighead said, 
and Mr. Kelley was seen in the neigh- 
borhood of the car two hours pre- 
viously without his hat. His hat was 
found in the automobile. 

Mr. Kelley’s car and hat were pose 
hb gages his wife and Miss 
Junice Whi ig secretary, at a ga- 
rage near Bolton Wednesday AA 
when they were taken to the scene. 


The machine was badly damaged in 


the wreck and the sight of the wrecked 
automobile drew hundreds from Atlan- 
ta and Cobb county to the scene. 
According to Mr. Craighead, Mr. 
Kelley was accompanied on the trip 
by a strange man. Identity of the 
stranger had pot been established 
Wednesday night, but Cobb county au- 
thorities are making every effort to 
locate the mysterious passenger in the 
machine.

National Geographical 
Society Convinced Com- 
mander Byrd Flew Over 
Pole May 9. 


COOLIDGE GIVES 
MEDALS TO HEROES 


Enthusiastic Crowds 
Welcome Return of Dar- 
ing Aviators in New 
York and Washington. 


Washington, June 23.—When Lieu- 
tenant Commander Richard E. Byrd, 
the north pole flyer, arrived here to 
receive the congratulations of Presi- 
dent Coolidge, the National Geograph- 
ie society announeed that it had ex- 
amined his records carefully and was 


convinced that he flew over the pole 
May 9. 

This official approval of Byrd's 
claim by the noted scientifie society 
gives it a stamp of authority which 
removes it safely beyond the reach of 
doubt and controversy. 

This verdiet was announced by Dr. 
Gilbert Grosvenor, president of the 
society, just before President Coolidge 
presented Byrd with the famous Hub- 
bard gold medal, which has been given 
by the society to only three other 
Americans and three foreigners for 
notable explorations. A gold medal 
was presented also to Floyd Bennett, 
Byrd’s pilot on the historic flight. A 
distinguished throng witnessed’ the 
ceremony. 

Claims Substantiated. 

“The records of his flight,” Dr. Gros- 
venor said, “at his request, have been 
examined by a committee of the Na- 
tional Geographie society and found 
to have been carefully and accurately 
kept. These records, in the opinion 
of the committee, substantiate in every 
particular the claims of our member 
that he attained the north apex of the 
globe by airplane on May 9, 1926, the 
first to reach the north pole by aerial 
navigation.” 

“We cannot but admire the superb 
courage of the man willing to set 


; fourth on such a great adventure in 


the unexplored realms of the air,” said 
President Coolidge in presenting the 
medal to Byrd. He commended Avia- 
tion Pilot Bennett for “distinguished 
service“ in assisting Byrd on the 
flight. 

“Word that the north pole had been 
reached by airplane for the first time 
was flashed around the globe on May 
9,” the president said. An American 
naval officer had flown over the top 
of the world. He had attained in a 
flight of 15 hours and 30 minutes 
what Admiral Peary, also a repre- 
sentative of our navy, achieved, 17 
years before, only after weary months 
of travel over the frozen arctic wastes. 
The thrill following the receipt of this 
news was shared by everyone every- 
where, It was the eee eek: 
ute to a brave man for a daring feat. 
We, his countrymen, were particular- 
ly proud. This man, with a record of 
distinguished service in the develop- 
ment of aeronautics, had by his crown- 
ing act added lustre to the brilliant 
history of the American navy. 

Scientific Progress. 

“In no way could we have had a 
more striking illustration of the scien- 
tific and mechanical progress since the 
year 1909. Then Peary's trip to the 
pole on dog sleds took about two- 
thirds of a year. He reached his goal 
on April 6. It was September 6 be- 
fore news of the achievement reached 
the outside world. The naval officer 

, using an American invention, 
the airplane, winged his way from his 
base, at Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, and 
back again in less than two-thirds of 
a day. And, a few hours later the 
radio h:d announced the triumph to 
the four quarters of the earth. Sci- 
entific instruments perfected by this 
navigator, and one by a representa- 
tive of this organization, were in no 
small degree responsible for success. 

“We cannot but admire the superb 
courage et the man willing to set forth 
on such a great adventure in the un- 
explored realms of the air. But, we 
must not forget, nor fail to appreciate, 
the vision and persistence which led 
him ultinately to achieve the dream of 
his naval academy days.

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DIRECTOR HINES 
TELLS VETERANS 
OF COMPENSATION 


Revised Schedule of Dis- 
abilities Is Explained to 
Men by Chief of Bu- 
reau. 


Featured by an address by Frank 
T. Hines, director of the Veterans’ bu- 
reau, and by a splendid program of 
entertainment and dance at the audi- 
torium, in the evening, the Disabled 
American Veterans of the World War 
divided their attention on Wednesday, 
the third day of their sixth annual 
convention, between important busi- 
ness sessions and entertainment fea- 
tures provided by the program com- 
mittee. 

This morning at 9 o'clock, the an- 
nual memorial exercises, one of the 
most impressive features of the con- 
vention, will be staged at the andi- 
torium, while at 6 o’clock tonight 
the grand convention banquet, spon- 
sored by the K. of C., will be given at 
the Ansley hotel. Following this, at 
8 o’clock, a great vaudeville jubilee, 
staged by the theaters of Atlanta, will 
be given at the auditorium. 

The government of the United 
States “is ever mindful of its obliga- 
tions to the veterans,” Director Hines 
told the convention in the course of 
his address. | 

He gave details of the workings of 
the revised schedule of ~ disabilities 
which, he pointed out, affects every 
veteran on the compensating rolls of 
the bureau. The revised schedule 
means, he said, an estimated increase 
of $5,000,000 per year in compensa- 
tion payments.

Though we should 
have arrived at 11 o’clock the difficul- 
ty of piloting a plane in pitch dark 
night delayed our arrival until 1:40 
o'clock this morning. There was a 
wild auto drive to the Moscow plane, 
sceduled to leave 20 minutes later, 
and then we were flying again through 
the darkness. 

According to our schedule, we 
should haye reached Berlin at 5 
o'clock Tuesday evening so that we 
were nearly nine hours late there. 
Our forced flight put us into Koenigs- 


berg at 6:30 o’clock, only 36 minutes 
behind schedule and an hour later 
we were off for Moscow on the 7:30 
plane, as originally planned.

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Paris, June 23. — () — Aristide 
Briand, veteran French political lead- 
er, today brought into being his tzath 
ministry in an effort to solve France's 
financial difficulties. 

With the formation of the new cabi- 
net came the appearance into the po- 
litical limelight again of Joseph Cail- 
laux, long a stormy petrel of French 
politics. M. Caillaux, who was the 
premiér of France in the days before 
the world war and wis held the min- 
istry of finance only recently, again 
has taken over the finance portfolio. 

The appearance of M. Caillaux 
again as minister of finance is felt to 
be an indication that he has won 
back the prestige which he lost at 
the radical convention at Nice, just 


after he had returned from Washing- 
ton, where he engaged in his unsuc- 
cessful efforts to settle the French 


debt to the United States. 
Caillaux’s Prestige. 

NM. Caillaux’s prestige is further in- 
ereased by the fact that he gave sub- 
stantial aid in forming the new min- 
istry after Premier Briand's first at- 
tempt had been thwarted by former 
Premier Herriot’s refusal to enter the 
cabinet and his second had been spoil- 
ed by former Premier Painleve's with- 
drawal thig morning. 


Much comment has been occasioned 


by the fact that M. Painleve, who 
forced M. Caillaux out of his cabinet 


after the Nice convention, is missing 


from the government for the first time 
since he succeeded Premier Herriot in 
1925. M. Painleve was minsiter of 
war in the ninth Briand ministry, 
which resigned recently. 


The new cabinet is now a union of | 


parties, but is made up largely of 
members of the former Briand cabinet 
plus the new finance minister and 


several men suggested by him. Pre- 
mier Briand originally had hoped to 
bring about a shift from the left to- 
ward the center, that is from radical 
socialism toward moderate liberalism. 

Parliamentary experts, however, 
predict that the new ministry will ral- 
ly a majority sufficient to put 
through parliament legislation neces- 
sary to support the vigorous policy of 
retrenchment which the new finance 
minister has announced. 


Ratification Favored. 


The attitude of the new govern- 
ment toward the Washington debt set- 
tlement is a matter that remains to 
be seen. Premier Briand and some 
of his colleagues, holding over from 
the preceding eabinet, are in favor 
of ratification. M. Caillaux is un- 
derstood to have been opposed to the 
accord thus far because of the ab- 
sence of a safeguard clause, which 
would make French payments de- 
pend to a certain extent on the Ger- 
man reparations. It is affirmed in 
an authoritative source, however, 
that M. Caillaux did not raise this 
question before accepting his new 
post. 

Former President Poincare, in pre- 
liminary discussion to the drawing up 
of Premier Briand's second slate, was 
opposed to ratification. The premier 
pointed out that if stabilization of 
the franc was to be a part of the 
new government's program, ratifica- 
tion of the Washington debt would be 
necessary. It is the opinion ef 
friends of the new government that 
M. Caillaux will come to the same 
viewpoint when the question is put 
2 er to ratify the agreement or 
not. 

In any case it is regarded as certain 
that the government will avoid bring- 
ing the queston to such a point that 
rejection would be possible at pres- 
ent. If early ratification is not con- 
sidered advisable or possible, the pol- 
icy of the government will be to de- 
lay action until the summer vaca- 
tion.

The revenue act of 1926 still further

If history repeats itself, the surplus 
in 1927 will greatly exceed $185,000,- 
000. It is estimated that every 1 
per cent of the tax on corporations 
yields approximately $90,000,000 to 
the government, so, if this reduction 
of 3 1-2 per cent is granted corpora- 
tions, the treasury will lose (not al- 
lowing for increased revenue on ac- 
count of stimulation of business) 
approximately $300,000,000. The sur- 
plus will easily take care of this.

Nearly a million pilgrims from all 

rts of the world aré converging on 

undelein. III., near here, where at 
sundown Thursday the International 
Eucharistie congress, of the Catholic 
church, reaches its climax in a glo- 
rious outdoor tribute to the Eucharis- 
tic King. 

Modern methods of transportation 
sagged perceptibly under the burden of 
this pilgrimage which ends in a cere- 
mony 19 centuries old. 

All night the exodus from Chicago, 
and the influx into Mundelein con- 
tinued. Nine paved highways carried 
their peak load of a thousand cars an 
hour and railroads were running 
trains out of the loop district as rapid- 
ly as they could be assembled from 
outlying yards. 

Special Traffie Rules. 

Special rules governing traffic 
went into effect at 10 o’clock and a 
few hours before dawn the three lines 
into Mundelein were to inaugurate 
their schedules of a 10-coach train 
every two minutes. 

Never had so many visitors been 
concentrated in so small an area. And 
never before had so many persons 
started for one point in so short a 
time, 

Mundelein is the seat of St. Mary’s- 
of-the-Lake seminary, nestling in the 
green-wooded ,hills of Lake county, 45 
miles northwest of Chicago. It has 
been converted into a vast park of 
winding roads, flowered insignia and 
shrines. Here, following a eucharistic 
procession in which 750,000 pilgrims 
are expected to take part, a solemn 
benediction will be said and the 28th 
International Eucharistic congress will 
pass into history. John Cardinal Bon- 
zano, personal representative of Pope 
Pius XI, will dismiss ‘the kneeling 
multitudes by holding the holy eucha- 
rist high over his head and making 
with it the sign of the cross. 

This ceremony will take place on 
a hill overlooking Lake St. Mary’s. 


throne just outside the door of the 
seminary chapel and on each side of 
him will stand 11 princes of the Catho- 
lic hierarchy, each in n separate 
throne, over which is stretched a large 
decorated canopy fringed in the papal 
yellow. 

The procession of pilgrims assem- 
bles before the chapel after completing 
a five-mile march through the wooded 
lanes of the siminary singing the 
praises of their faith. Officials of 
tl» congress estimate that it will take 
four hours for the procession to com- 
plete the circuit and that they will 
not return until sunset. 

Cardinals Leave. 

The 12 cardinals taking part in the 
closing service left Chicago Wednes- 
day on the train of scarlet coaches 
which brought the papal legate here 
from New York last week.

The campaign for .more interest 
in voting will open with appeals 
for cooperation to more than 100 
national organizations, leading up 
to the holding of local meetings 
September 21 in a thousand towns 
and cities throughout the country.

An astonishing account of the lit- 


tle known head-hunting tribes, inhab- 
itating the Dutch island of Nias, 


off the coast of Sumatra, is furnished 
by Dr. A. Ponsel, a returned explorer. 
The decorating of the projecting roof- 
beams of the bamboo houses in the 
villages, says Dr. Ponsel. consists 
partly of hanging human skulls, de- 
capitated human heads playing a 
great part in all the festivals, despite 
the efforts of both the Dutch govern- 
ment and missionaries. Heads fall 
when a chieftain assumes a higher 
title, when a new village or a new 
house is built, at the death of the 
chieftain or any influential man, on 
occasions of illness, in short, on every 
possible occasion. The motive for 
the cutting off of heads at funerals 
is explained by the statement that 
the spirit of the dead man seeks to 
disturb his successor in his new 
possessions. This can be prevented 
only by the spirit of a person killed 
especially for the purpose. and if the 
ead man was particularly powerful, 
the local priest decides that the num- 
ber of heads must be greater than 
ordinary. At every opportunity the 
people dance, but most of all at fu- 
nerals, which are continued for four 
days and three nights. Drums and 
gongs are beaten immediately after 
death, and the dirge of the dead be- 
gins while. in the evening, the neigh- 
bors visit the house and express their 
sympathy by howling. The dance pro- 
ceeds all night long while the de- 
seendants of the dead sing his praises

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The brain of à child a year old 


weighs about two pounds. The aver - 
is three pounds. Thus the child has 


about 3 1-4 ounces of brain to 10 
pounds of body. This doesn’t signify 
a great deal, for we know that some 
idiots have brains which weigh more 
than the brains of some intellectual 
giants. But it is interesting to know 
that the young child has proportion- 
ately more nervous tissue than the 
adult has. 

A child will have a spasm or con- 
vulsion from causes which in an 
adult would probably produce only a 
chill. The child’s nervous system pre- 
dominates. A child has a higher fever, 


as a rule, than an adult does, in any 
feverish sickness. Where an adult 
might have a temperature of 101 de- 
grees F., a child would very likely 
have a temperature of 104 degrees F. 
It. is a well recognized rule that 
a child ordinarily requires a smaller 
dose of medicine to produce a given 
effect than an adult requires, the dose 
for the child being almost accurately 
determined by the ratio of the child’s 
weight to adult weight. But in the 
case of a sedative, a young child re- 
quires proportionately larger doses 
because the young child has propor- 
tionately more nervous tissues to be 
acted upon by. the drug. In the case 
of a stimulant, on the other hand, 
the young child reacts to relatively 
smaller doses than the age or weight 
ratio might suggest, for the same rea- 
son that the child manifests higher 
fever or convulsions from causes 
which would produce in an older per- 
son only slight fever or shivering. 
Now these simple facts ought to 
make it clear why children need no 
such stimulants as tea, coffee, strychb- 
nine, and the like, and fo such nar- 
cotics as alcohol, tobacco, paregofic, 
soothing syrup, 
No Tea, Coffee or Cocoa for Children. 
An adult who is.not an invalid or 
under medical care for any ailment 
may ordinarily take tea and coffee 
in moderation with no ill effect and 
perhaps with definite benefit to health 
or at least more enjoyment of life. 
But seldom can a child under 16 
years of age use these beverages which 


cheer without intoxicating, because in G 


children the reaction to these stim- 
ulants is excessive. Among the evil 
results of tea drinking or coffee drink- 
ing in childhood are peevishness and 
irritability of disposition, disturbed 
or restless sleep, wakefulness in the 
late evening when a regular young- 
ster should be peacefully pounding his 
ear, in some cases bed wetting, in 
some cases impairment of digesi:on 
and pain phen and in many cases 
abnormal precocity. Milk is the health 
beverage for children. Pure, fresh 
milk. If it is imperative to disguise 
the milk or to flavor it, in order to 
make the child drink it, flavor it 
with earamel (burnt sugar) or with 
chocolate or cocoa, or preferably one 
of the blends of malt sugar and cocoa. 
Straight cocoa or chocolate as a bev- 
erage is less harmful to children than 
tea or coffee, but is by no means a 
desirable substitute for milk or even 
for hot soup. 
Alcohol Is Deadly. 

Even the smallest quantities of 
wine, beer or “home brew” beverages 
are deadly poison for children. The 
vicious practice. of feeding young chil- 
dren Just a taste“ of such stuff may 
readily cause cirrhosis of the liver 
or dream halucinations (day mares) 
or multiple neuritis in a child a few 
years old. All sorts of neurotic and 
mental disturbances are likely to oc- 
cur among children who have been 
permitted to take “sips” of such in- 
toxicants at home.

By Berry Pupils

Mount Berry, Ga., June 23.— (Spe- 


eial.)— That scientific farming pays 


is shown ia marked degree here by 
the Berry schools, where students are 
taught modern methods of cultivating 
the soil, as well as industrial trades. 

On a 7O-acre tract of oats, which 
the students have just harvested and 
threshed the yield was 5,550 bushels 
or nearly 80 bushels an acre. The 
average yield an acre in the United 
States is about 30 bushels, experts 
say. 

“The phenomenal yield on the Berry 
school farm, cultivated by our stu- 
dents, shows unmistakably what scien- 
tific farming can achieve in Georgia 
and.the south,” said G. Leland Green, 
principal of the Berry schools. 

“Every boy at the institution who 
takes up farming—and the institution 
draws its students from the mountain 
and rural districts of the south—is 
taught to manage the farm scientifi- 
cally, not only with a view of insur- 
ing a profit for his products, but of 
learning to rotate his crops, to build 
up the poor soil and retain his fer- 
tile fields, He learns also to plan the 
farm buiidings so that they are both 
practical and attractive.”
